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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that the cement of Hind is 
not deformable is not persuasive. As stated in the final rejection, the cement of Hind meets all criteria of a deformable material since all 
materials are to some extent deformable and would in some measure reduce thermal stresses when the material deforms. Applicant's 
further argument that the cements (15) and (21) in Hind are of the same material is noted, but this recitation still meets the instant claim 
limitations since the shock absorbing materiual is still isolated from the molten metal traveling through the pouring passage (24). . 
Applicant's final argument that Hind in effect teaches a cement that must be weaker ar ambient temperatures than at teeming 
temperatures is also not persuasive. Hind merely states that the cement must be of a type allowing for removal of the liner (22), meaning 
that the cement must be weaker, strucutrally, at ambient temperatures than the liner (22) allowing the liner to be removed. This 
statement still does not imply or state that the cement must be weaker at ambient temperatures than at elevated temperatures.. 
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
